SOAP BANDAGES 
T 


WO European surgeons have recently recom- 
mended the use of ordinary soap for tha 
dressing of wounds. Gauze bandages im- 


pregnated with a thick fine-grained suds made 
from pure white soap are employed and the method 
of making and applying them is so simple that 
the ordinary housewife can easily add it to her 
store of "first aid" knowledge, as described before 
a recent meeting of the Society of Surgeons in 
Paris and reported in Bibliotheque Universelle 
(Lavsanne) it is as follows: 


From 20 to 40 per cent, of white soap is dis- 


solved in warm water which has been sterilized 
by boiling or distilling. 
Tampons of surgical 


gauze for cleansing the wound are dipped in this 
eoapy water, which is used for irrigating the 
wound. The wound is then bandaged with gauze 
compresses which must be at least a centimeter 
(about half an inch)& thick. 


These compresses are dipped in the soapy 


water, then rubbed with the soap until they are 
saturated, after which they are manipulated to 
produce a thick white suds, and placed lightly 
over the wound, then covered with absorbent cot- 
ton held in place by tarletan. Essentially the 
'bandage thus constituted is a sort of spongy tissue

taught are instructing thousands of men of spe- 
cial aptitude, who in turn will instruct new sol- 
diers when they arrive in cainp. 


Armed with dummy bombs of the same 


weight and size as those used in France, 
the 


men arc undergoing an intensive course in gren- 
ade throwing. 


A ditch, corresponding in every way with 


the German trench, is dug and each officer is 
required to stand 90 feet away and throw his 


spherical fruit containing within its rind a vast 
number of seeds. Baked earthernware vessels con- 
taining quicklime, poisonous juices, putrefying 
animal matter and similar noxious substances 
were apparently the earliest sort of hand-grenades 
as employed in war among the ancients. The use 
of exolosive hand-srenades is mentioned for the 
first time at the siege of St. Bonifacio in 1421, and 
afterward again at the siege of Aries in 1536. 


A writer in the International Military Digest 


describes as follows the training of a "bomber," 


the territory upon which the grenade squad 


~ are" working. 


"Although all the soldiers are expected to 


know how to throw grenades, a certain num- 
ber of men per company are specially in- 


structed in the work.

KIWI" Bird LOST Its WINGS 


J-I, that I had wings 


like a dove, for 
then would I fly 


away," sighed the Psalm- 
ist David. Even some 
birds might be justified 
in uttering this lament. 


The wings of some 


••irds are of little or 
any use to them, as in 
the case of domestic 
fowls and the ostrich. 
And 
there are 
even 


birds that have abso- 
lutely no wings, one ex- 
ample of "which is the 
strange apteryx of New 
Zealand, called by the 
natives, "kiwi-kiwi," 
shown in the accompanying illustration. The most 
superficial observer would at ones remark that this 
bird lacks something, since it reminds one of a man 
without arms; for the wings are totally absent, and 
the place whore they should be is covered with a 
close, smooth growth of hairllke fp.ilhers. 


"It is known that the ancestors of the kiwi had 


wings." says a writer in the Journal of Heredity, 
"end the problem for evolutionists is how it came

August 
Weismann pointed out 
that the wings were of 
no use to the bird, since 
it lives on the ground 
and hunts wofrrs by 
night. It has no need of

cept bats in New Zea- 
land. 
In fact, wings 


might be rather a hin-

wings, therefore, were hot penalized by natural 


selection; and as variations which would spoil a 
complicated" structure like a wing are much more 
frequent that those which would make it more 
perfect, the wings gradually degenerated until 
they became mere rudiments which are exter- 
nally altogether invisible.

NE is not astonished to hear of men and 


women who have passed the allotted span 
of life falling victims to senile decay, but 


when the same disease is ascribed as the cause 
of death in the cases of young people scarcely of 
age, then there is reason for wonder indeed. 


One of the most remarkable Instances that have 


recently come tc- light is that of a Texas boy named 
Waiter JCahn, who died at the age of 15. 


Up to his 14th year Kahn was apparently in 


robust health, and Indeed scarcely looked his 
age. 
B'ut then a sudden and dramatic change 


took place. His hair turned' White and his face 
literaily snriveliedjip. 
He walked with an un- 


steady gait and spoke in short, spasmodic sen- 
tences. 
When at last the end came, the doctor 


who gave the certificate attributed his death to 
nephritis. Why nep.Hritis, the medical man him- 
self only knows. *Tn'e parents were dissatisfied, 
and asked a number of physicians to hold an 
autopsy. The result of this was interesting and 
extraordinary. 


All the organs of the body were practically 


worn out and might have belonged to a man of 
90. 
The doctors declared that Kahn must have 


been dying of old age for the last three or four 
years, though to what cause the disease was to 
be attributed it was impossible to say. 


Another case was that of an Italian who died 


r.t a New Jersey hospital of senile decay. At the 
time he was admitted to the hospital his malady 
bad developed so far that he was unable to an- 
swer intelligently any questions put to him. 


A few days after his admission a woman be- 


tween 40 and 45 called, and begged permission 
to see the patient. She wept quietly at his bed- 
side, and the nurse, pitying her distress, in- 
quired if the man were her father, to which the 
sobbing woman replied, "No, no, he is my son." 
She declared that he was but 20 years old. 
though at 16 he begad to have the appearance of 
an old man. But he was still strong and active 
and able to work, though he lost many a job 
through his apparent infirmities. When he in- 
formed the men frdm whom he hoped to obtain 
employment that he was only 17 years of age 


they shut the door in his face, declaring him to 
be an imbecile. 


Everything possible was done to save the 


man's life, but without success, and he gradually 
sank into a stupor from which there was no rous- 
ing him. Hfe died on the 17th day after his ad- 
mission into the hospital. 


About two years ago a boy aged 7 died at 


Zurich of old age. His case was exceptionally 
unique, for he was the youngest member of a 
family who had won local repute as athletes. 
The eldest brother was a first-class boxer, while 
the younger had won many prizes on the sports- 
ground. Doctors from all parts of Europe flocked 
to Zurich to try to diagnose the boy's malady 
and effect a successful cure, but in vain. 
" 


A few days before this unfortunate child's 


death it was reported his teeth actually crumbled 
to pieces and his flesh began to decay. His eyes 
were found to be the size of a shoebutton and 
his bones as brittle as glass. 


A young girl, Louise Gasquet, by name, living 


In Paris, is said to have met with a similar death 
though barely 17 years of age. - In appearance she 
was described as an old woman of 80, her skin 
wrinkled, her eyes dull, her hair gray and scant

Officers of the transportation service accom-

She carries the trucks to a sea- 
port in France, where they are unloaded by en- 
Jisted men of the American transport corps, to be 
forwarded to their eventual destination in charge 
of representatives of the same branch of our War 
Department. 


The whole trip from point of origin to final 


destination is a continuous journey under one con- 
trol. This means much saving of expense, and, 
what is far more important, of time. 


Since the war began, a regiment of stevedores 


has been regularly enlisted and organized as a 
military force. Some companies of them are al- 
ready in France. They have their own officers 
and wear on their sleeves a distinctive brassard. 
These men (known officially as "transport work- 
ers") 
are professional stevedores. 
Their com- 


panies were formed at the seaports where they 
enlisted—one of them is composed wholly of 
Frenchmen from New Orleans—so that, being 
acquainted and accustomed to working together, 
good team work is assured. 


SUDBOP? that a earcro of fond suimlips for our 


expeditionary forces, from Chicago, reaches New 
York. Transport workers load the stuff aboard a 
ship. Arrived at a French port, it is unloaded by 
other transport workers, a.:d is forwarded by 
American motor-trucks to American camps.

America Works Independently. 


Our forces in Europe are not merely to be self- 


supporting; they are to be wholly independent ol 
the French and British. They will co-operate 
with our allies in every possible way, but their 
control will be purely and absolutely American. 
More than one advantage will thus be gained, but 
not least important will be that of relieving the 
French (who have more than enough troubles of

points, and the mayor overwhelmingly dominates the 
board, there is not a chance of his repeating. Supervisor 
McLeran, who received the top vote in the recent elec- 
tion, says the members are after him to take it — but 
Jae doesn't know. Supervisor Gallagher modestly ad- 
mits that he has been urged — but he has not yet made 
up his mind. The new supervisor, McSheehy, says his 
confreres have been saying he is just the man for the 
place — but he is not sure that it would look well, just 
coming on the board that way. The chairman of the 
Finance Committee, through custom but not ex-officio, 
is vested with the mayor's functions when, that official 
leaves the city. It was the mayor's bitter antagonism 
to Io\ver anu uia utjiemiinauou iuai j/ower siiouio. 
not occupy Ms seat that has kept him on duty through. 
the two years of Power's chairmanship. The chairman 
of the Finance Committee, albeit, will have a job on 
his hands during the next two years, for the funds are 
already tangled, and it is a regular man's job to handle 
the always encroaching departments that are ever 
reaching toward the city's strong box. 
The Appointment of Nourse 


The Governor was true to his record in the appoint- 


ing of a Superior Judge. 
He managed to surprise

straightaway that Ray Benjamin was most likely to

He is the chief 


deputy in the Attorney-General's office and is rather 
prominent politically and at the bar. It certainly was 
not expected by political dopesters that another deputy 
from the same office, who was never heard of poliri- 
cally. would come along and carry off the preferment. 
There was another who was urged and considered, and 
the possibility of whose appointment caused a shiver. 
But Nourse was a real dark horse. 
Withal, the ap- 


pointment is a good one and is generally commended. 
There was a lurking fear that the Governor's surprisa 
would take an uncomfortable turn, and that the late 
revered magistrate who was such a lower on tho Su- 
perior bench iniirht bo replaced hv one who suffered 
painfully in comparison. John T. Nov.rse is a lawver 
of good record and good abilities. That his appoint- 
ment will bo of no advantage to the Governor in his 
fiuure political campaign is perhaps to the Governor's 
credit. 
IT would appear that the appointment was

After about two years this was 
remedied, and there did not appear to be anything in 
the way of going right along with the project, as was 
stated : but Manager Scott of the Southern Pacific 
Company, having read in The Ivna\e that something at 
last was to be done, showed up with a suggested 
change that is likely to set the project back again 
until plans are redrawn. At least his ideas 'have made 
an impression on Commissioner Williams. Manager 
Scott favors a viaduct leading out from the Ferry 
building on ft lino with tbf f-pptpv of Mfirlcpf e 
and then branching to either side. At first he favored 
an 
inclined 
way at the westerly termini, 
but 


upon representation that this would involve opposi- 
tion of property owners and delay he approved the 
idea of stairs, similar to those planned for the single 
structure. There are obvious advantages in this plan, 
and one of the objections already lodged is that it will 
mar the perspective of the Ferry building looking 
down Market. • Commissioner Williams also points 
out the advantage of starting the viaduct from the 
Ferry building at a more central point. It would 
lead out through what is now the ladies' waiting 
room. A viaduct after this plan might cost more than 
the single structure already planned, but it wrould 
not cost as much as the two which are eventually to 
be built, and crowd-moving experts say it would be 
better. So it is not impossible that the much-delayed 
project will again be held up for new plans according 
to this latest idea. 
The Fickert Recall

Conditions in Mexico 


At Glo Riggs building, Washington, is maintained 


a bureau for the dissemination of Mexican news, and 
just now it seems to have its hands full in refuting 
some of the things that get into print. One of the 
bulletins recently received in this city by firms with 
Mexican connections makes this announcement: "The 
circulation of foreign newspapers making malicious 
and untruthful attacks upon the Mexican government 
has been forbidden, and the postal officials at border 
points have been instructed to act accordingly. These 
papers are mostly published in Texas and California." 
A specific instance of the kind inveighed against is 
quoted from a leading paper published at the national 
capital and is as follows: ''At least 3,000,000 Mexicans 
will starve to death in the next few months unless the 
United States comes to the rescue in some manner or 
other. Corn is as high as 810 gold per bushel. The 
people are beginning to starve. By another moiith 
there will be a famine.'' In refutation of this, quota- 
tions are made from the market reports of newspapers 
issued in Mexico City October 23. to ihe effect that 
corn is selling for §2.57 gold; .and a comparison is 
made with prices that prevailed in Washington the 
same day—§2.50. Some other comparisons are made: 
Beans, 20 cents per pound here, G.9 cents there; flour 
10 cents here, 7% cents there; rice, 12 cents here, 0.2 
cents there. The wholesale prices of meat established 
by the abbatoir of Mexico City, the only establishment 
allowed to kill animals for food, are given (reduced 
to American gold) : Beef, 3y2 to 7 1-3 cents per pound: 
mutton, 12'/3 cents; pork, 24 cents; goat, S cents. The 
alarming report of the scarcity of food, and impending 
famine and danger of starvation to millions of people, 
are denied in toto. It is lepresented that the author- 
ities have the situation well in hand and are able to 
cope with conditions to the fullest extent without 
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the grain that it purchases, such permission being 
necessary under the food regulations now in force in 
the United States. ''Any talk about wholesale starva- 
tion is absurd and betrays a woeful ignorance of the 
facts.'' This is interesting as throwing authoritative 
light on conditions in the neighboring republic, which, 
of course, it cannotebe deliberate intention of any re- 
sponsible agency here to embarrass by misrepresenta- 
tion. 
Illness of Eddie Wolfe 


During the municipal campaign the absence of one 


•ft ho had figured in all political contests of the city for 
many years was noticed. Supervisor Eddie "Wolfe did 
not take a hand. His presence had been so familiar 
and his activities so well recognized on such occasions 
that his absence caused surprise. Inquiry discloses the 
fact that he is very ill at a sanitarium, with the pros- 
pect too likely of his having participated in his last 
political campaign. 
He had been in poor health for 


some time. Most of his political activity was in legis- 
lative bodies. In the Board of Supervisors, where his 
political acumen was superior to that of a majority of 
members, he did not figure as large as was expected, 
and now it is seen that the cause was probably his ill 
health. Wolfe drew attention in the Legislature as an 
unusually adept manipulator of that body. He was a 
loader in the Senate for several sessions, and during 
tho fir«t cession of the Hiram Johnson rejrnnp ira* in 
opposition in a way that attracted much attention. 
Two years ago he was turned down by the Municipal 
Conference in his aspiration to be a supervisor. He 
unlimbered his political ordnance and carried the 
works with ease. In the municipal board he has been 
more a mollifier than anything else, easing up the 
pinches that have so often occurred in that complex 
and erratic body. 
The State's Photographer 


Harold Mc-Curry. official photographer of the State 


administration, has been in the city for a week, taking 
views of the State's buildings and property. He is 
going over the State on ihis mission, and when he 
has tinished his Avork he will have produced material 
for a \ohime that is likely to be of general interest. 
The work is not to be for tne delectation of the 
curious, however, but for the working benefit of State 
officials. This work has long been projected, and the 
\alue of it ma\ be readily understood. One of the 
things aimed at is to make the buildings and improve- 
ments more homogeneous ;uid uniform.

Yankee Sullivan's Grave 


Two generations have come upon the scene since 


the historic days of^ the vigilantes of '56, and the 
lesser personages who figured therein are recalled 
only as they are mentioned in the histories and casual 
sketches relating to the stirring time. Yankee Sul- 
li\;m >v;is- r>n» \\-lin fr>ll uTirtpv tl>p ban of that historic 


body which took siu-h a sensational short cut across 
ordinances and constitutions (o establish, law and 
order. Yankee Sullivan was a pugilist of national 


fame who had fought in the East and had won a title, 
lie w as 47 years old when he came to California, and 
though past his lighting days had still the muscle and 
spirit that qualified him for rough-house work. Al- 
though ii does not appear that he was guilty of any 
particular offense at the time, the vigilance committee 
lan him in. probably on general principles, and a 
morning or two afterwards he was found dead in his 
cell. An artery in his wrist had been cut and he had 
bled to death. This bit of history is recalled by the 
fact that quite recently Yankee Sullivan's grave in 
the old MissUm Cemetery has been o\eriiauleu ami 
straightened. Even the letters on his tombstone have 
been regilt, and such care shown in the work that it 


5bas created considerable interest and curiosity. "Who 
still cherishes the memory of Yankee Sullivan, a prize 
fighter, sixty-one years after his death, under all the 
circumstances related, it Avould be of some interest 
to know. Though the generally accepted theory of 
Sullivan's death is that lie committed suicide, those 
who carried him to his grave and erected the stone 
above it which has now been regilt had a different 
version. They claimed that he was killed, and the 
gravestone asserts that he met his death "at the hands 
of the V. C." The grave of Casey, whose shooting of 
James King of William started the historic tolling 
of the bell of Old Monumental, is also in this old ceme- 
tery, though not showing the recent care that Sul- 
livan's does; while the grave of Cora, who was hanged 
with him at Fort Gunnybags, in Sacramento street, 
together with that of the woman who went by the 
name of Belle Cora, are in Lone Mountain. 
Facts About Dining Cars 


Some'interesting facts have been disclosed by Arnold 
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missary department. There have been discussions and 
some criticisms anent the high cost of living as it is 
exemplified in a dining car. There are those who main- 
tain that there is no overhead in a car twenty-seven 
by nine ieet in dimensions comparable with that of a 
great hotel, covering expensive areas and reaching tip 
toward the heavens to dizzy heights, and consequently 
the eating therein should be cheaper. To refute this 
idea Pollak cites some figures. He represents that it 
costs §580,000 a year merely to move the dining carg 
on the Southern Pacific system. This is overhead, and 
not investment. Some further figures are interesting. 
Repairs alone cost §180,000; ice, §54,000: fuel, §19,000; 
maintenance of linen, §16,000; laundry, 
§54,000; 


menus, §11,000; §13,000 for cleaning exteriors and 
§20,000 for cleaning interiors of cars. It is told that 
the "spotless linen, placed fresh on the table for each 
service," is imported direct from Ireland and is the 
'•finest in the world," the purchases amounting an- 
nually to §2o,00v. 
The City's Organ 


Last week I had something to say about the city's 


rather unusual music enterprises. San Francisco has 
a mighty organ in the Auditorium, the fifth largest 
in the world. It was made especially for the Panama- 
Pacific exposition and did duty there during the con- 
tinuance of that famous show. As was said, it is 
propel- enough tn II.TTP a mmppffnt C"irrnn.i«t in charge 
of this instrument. The Auditorium committee of the 
Board of Supervisors saw to that in appointing Ed- 
ward Lemare as official organist, and there was no 
niggardly spirit as to his salary, which was fixed at 
S10,000 a year. But there was a rather unnecessary 
proviso that he should be the absolute dictator as to 
the occasions on which the organ could be put to use, 
and the persons who might play it. The first evidence 
of this tight arrangement was a year ago, when the 
Minneapolis Symphony organization sought the Audi- 
torium and the organ for a performance. It was a 
wholly reputable and competent company, but its 
application was refused, and it had to makeshift to 
the Tivoli and perform in the forenoon to get before 
the public at all. Now there is a more acute instance. 
It is proposed to put on a high-class and patriotic 
show largely for the benefit of the Italian Red Cross. 
The pictures were made under the authority of the 
Italian government. Just at this time the enterprise 
should be appealing. 
The Auditorium committee 


readily granted the use of the great assemblage hall, 
and the permission to use the organ for the incidental 
music: but Organist Lemare came Through with a 
vigorous objection. The objection is based on the 
cihiial ground that su-'h a noble instrument should 
not bo r..-od for a picture show. If that is (he real 
objection it has not made a hit with the Auditorium 
committee or anybody, and is likely to lead to a re- 
vision of the arrangement for the organ's care, 
whereby the instrument w i l l bo conserved solelv with 
reference to the people's use and enjoyment.

There also is some fine 


description of hospital life, both di- 
rectly behind the battle Uric and In 
England. 
This war experience, the 


author affirms In a note, is founded 
on fact; It reads with convincing free- 
dom of evidences of straining to cre- 
ate an atmosphere. 


In her former works Maud Diver 


has afforded some fine pictures of 
Anglo-Indian life, but the renders of 
"Capltiln Desmans, V. C.," and other 
.'•tories that she has written of the 
greatest of England's colonies, will 
discover in "Unconquered" that she 
retains her power of delineation of 
life and her ability of description of 
nature. 


"Unconquered" opens In the home 


of a country loving Knglish family, 
of which Sir Mark Forayth and his 
mother, L,ady Forsyth, are tho only 
direct representatives. 
Of the char- 


acters, other than these two, Sheila, 
Keith JTcNalr and Eel are those who 
innke the strongest appeal to the 
reader. 


Ther.e Is some strong character de- 


lineation throughout the story, which 
begins a few months before the dec- 
laration of the present war. 
Becom- 


ing engaged to Bel at a. time when 
his mother hoped that her daughtcr- 
in-liiw would be Sheila, Sir Mark goes 
to France, where he is wounded, nnd 
for a tiine is believed by his relatives 
to be among the dead. 
Here, the 


tangle of thwarted hopes and of un- 
certainty of desires creates a situation 
the tenseness of which is carried with 
comprehensiveness of the 
dramatic 


that places the author in a secure po- 
sition as one who senses life as It is 
In the realities. 


There is soine'-fine insight into the 


human emotions in the way the story 
is worked out to Its conclusion, and, 
on the whole, the story is one that, 
once started, will hold devotees of 
the author until, regretfully, the last 
page is turned.

point of view, ready to find the sub- 
ject of religious education a little 
dry, 
ready, it too gieatly bored, to 


skim some of the chapters 
A revela- 


tion awaited, a revelation wrought by 
daring, thinking and honest investiga- 
tion, by pioneering in the work of 
reconstruction and of building from 
within. 


The schools of An erica have di- 


vorced .religious teaching- from tho 
classrooms, and in so doing have acted 
wisely, tho mass of us believe. But by 
that act they have left the tat>k of 
religious training to the haphazard of 
the home and to the .Sunday schools. 
If religion is to play a vital part in 
the world's work, if Christianity is to 
have a living voice In. the problems of 
the present and tho futuio, it mus-t 
mean something more than the un- 
co-ordinatod, ahort-vUloned handling 
of (he problem of faith In tho tt\pt,l 
impressionable years of childhood, 
eharaete.ri.sUo o£ tho present. So sajs 
Professor Coe, and his words are 
bated on a thoiough investigation of 
the subject. 
In passing ho pays his 


tribute to the men and women giving 
their time in the Sunday schools. 


"All honor to these workers. Here 


Us massed together such an amount of 
Chrifctlan. con&ecratian, such an am- 
ount of unroqulttod Inbor for others, 
as was never seen In the history of 
our religion. 
.But we need to know 


whether it is being scatteied, or mis- 
directed, or thwarted I>y incoiislfelency 
of plan and method. 'Che conclusions 
we have come to is that there is a 
vast leakage of energy, an enormous 
waste of consecrated labor." 


The study is an effort to bring 


Christian 
teaching In 
the Sunday 


schools and In the homes, in the theo- 
logical seminaries and college!-, where 
teachers are educated, Into touch with 
the social interpretation of the Chris- 
tian message which Is now coming to 
be accepted. It is an offort to utilize 
the materials of social psychology to 
build the church anew upon bocial 
foundations that will stand tho shocks 
Of present-day issues*. 


The discussion leads to nothing less 


than a reconstruction of methods anil 
alms. The church and the Sunday 
school ass conservative elements go by 
the board. Here the appeal is that 
the church shall become the mouth- 
piece of that mdical concept, tlie 
"democracy of God," not the "King- 
dom of God." Here are the basic ques- 
tions tho church 
and the Sunday 


school must put to themselves if they 
would 
approach 
the 
problems of 


democracy from the new Interpreta- 
tion of the social religion of Jesus: 


"If one human llfo outweighs the 


world, as Jesus taught, what should 
we do with a social older that stunts 
multitudes of lives for the sake of 
money, and 
does It, not 
by dis- 


obedience to the laws of the state, but 
under the protection of tho laws and 
the courts? How can we really be- 
lieve in. hunan brotherhood if we are 
willing t6 acquiesce in a stratification 
of society Into serve.) s and served, 
the rulers and the ruled? Moreover, 
if brotherly love is, tut our religion 
has always taught, the carrying out 
of the Father's loving In all human 
relations, how can the Father him- 
self bo willing to be on autocrat, an. 
aristocrat, a plutocrat? 
Must not 


Christiana think of God as being 
within human society In tho demo- 
cratic manner of working, helping, 
sacrificing, persuading,, co-operating, 
achieving-? Divine Un e. It appears, 
cannot realize Itself anywhere but In. 
a genuine Industrial democracy."

'Iho great CollconI, The incomparable 
statue. It Is untouched. Its deep bar- 
ricade of sand bags has saved it. For 
this onco It has saved the statue. But 
who shall say that It will save it again? 
Of the many bombs which have fallen 
on the city, huge they are, most of 
them, the greater part have wrought 
but littlu 111. Little ill, Indeed, is a 
large phrase, whore 
ever> 
loosened 


stone, every shattered cornice, every 
humblest broken wall is 
an 
unique 


treasure lost. Many of the bombs fall 
into the canals, 
.\tany do not explode, 


mercifully. 
But what 
guarantee is 


there, after all, for tomorrow? 
For 


the grim months to come? What but 
chance or Iho implored miracle?— 
spares the expectant city? 


"It Is noon when I come into The 


Piazza. I enter it the far end oppo- 
site to San Marco and stand under the 
arches of the Procuratio, tho whole 
wide sunny stretch of the splendid 
space before me, Heat and color and 
light and fanUutlc form. 
Circling 


birds, rich, drooping flags, moving 
figures, small 0.1 d black against tho 
intolerable glare. For the Instant It all 
'seems unchanged, unmindful, forget- 
ful of the war. 
The noonday crowd 


counts not much else but soldiers and 
sailors and their officers. 
It is they 


who assume tho sentimental attitudes 
of the conscious pigeon-feeder. 
It Is 


they who assume the round iron tables 
at tho canonical hour of the apcrtlf. 
Under the arches, shadowed by drawn 
ownings shop after shop, of glassy^art, 
officer—and thci e Is a group of Eng- 
lish sailors—a Tiussian lieutenant.

The 
mosaic to the left Is hiddenby sand-

cei talnly, from the central arch, there 
Is a small knot of folk who stare -it 
tho pavement with awed, bewildered, 
Incredulous faces. 
I join them. 'What 


Is It?1 I ask. 
Someone points to a 


depression of several inches in the 
stones. 'La bomba! It fell just there!' 
he whispers fearfully. Just here, then, 
not ten feet from San Marco fell the 
other day an Austrian bomb, a bomb 
potent enoxigh to havo wrecked for- 
ever the incomp irable church—foil— 
and who knows- why?—did not ex- 
plode. 
"The Palace 01' trie Doges has every 


supporting arch on the ground rein- 
forced by heavy brickwork, and the 
corners of tho lower story are bolster- 
ed up, as it weie by bastions of brick. 
The upper logqle are 
protected by 


beams and sandbags.

moie to do than this. 
Tonight, to- 


morrow—who knows?" 


"Who, Indeed? 
Ts It not enough that so many of tho 


historic slructun s of France and Tiel- 
gluin and their treasures of art—tho 
world's aestlioll< enrichment—should 
be destroyed ? 


However, tho Venetians have done, 


tliclr noblest to protect their treasures. 


What will it 
avail 
them 
If 
the 


Boohed sweep oil? 


Cezanne, the Man 
Revealed in 


Half the world of artists worship 


Cezanne. 


Half of the other half hates him. 
Tho other quarter 
has not 
been 


touched by him. 


So the first half is singing peans of 


joy at the lasuance of W. Vollard's 
"Life "of Cezanno," that the other half 
may come to know the man, the bet- 
ter to understand his message — and 
that tho layman, desiring to be In- 
formed on art tendencies of the times 
should have a mental picture of one of 
the most potent figures in contempo- 
rary art 
. 


The book portrays the psychology 


of his wenknessea as of his strengths. 
It reveals him as eloquent a "cusser" 
when disturbed by trivial (to us) cir- 
cumstances as tho driver of a slxtecn- 
mulo team on a California mountain- 
side. 
It reveals his distrust of hts 


follows. 
But it reveals his u'tter sub- 


mission to Inner forces, in which noth- 
ing is rubbed down to fit him into 
any of the forms admittedly desirable 
by the academlsts. 
And yet It shows 


him at one time struggling his might- 
iest to be admitted to the Salon do M. 
Dougereau — a paradox that Is inex- 
plicable, unless It be his willingness 
to subscribe to any reactionary forces 
that might bolster up his position. 


Roger Fry reviews the book in the 


Burling-Magazlne, with a perspicacity 
that is characteristic, In which he seta 
out to compliment the author upon 
writing about Cezanne, and not about 
Cezanne's pictures. 


M. Vollard describes with Gallic wit 


the tortures he endured while sitting 
for a portarlt to the Cezanne, knowing 
his penchant for attacking his can- 
vases with a palette-knife when diffi- 
culties arose. 


Contemplate sitting one hundred and 


fifteen times, as rigid a,s an apple, and 
trying to say tho right thing at the 
right time. 


That's 
what 
tho narrator 
went 


through with", and even after the hun- 
dred and fifteenth sitting, the portrait 
was unfinished. 
Cezanne said of the 


work with characteristic appreciation, 
"I am not displeased with the shirt- 
front." 


With a fine enthusiasm, 
Fry ex- 


claims, "What a model Vollard had to 
paint!" 


Every word and every gesture he 


records sticks out with the rugged re- 
lief of a character In which everything 
Is due to 
the 
compulsion of Inner 


forces, In which nothing 
has 
been 


smoothed away by external pressure 
— not that external pressure was ab- 
sent but that the Inner compulsion — 
the inevitable bent of Cezanne's tem- 
perament was irresistible. 


In one very important detail Ce- 


zanne was spared by life — he always 
had enough to live on. 


"The thought of a Cezanne having 


to earn his living is altogether too 
tragic. But if life spared him in this 
respect his temperament spared him 
nothing — for 
this rough Provencal 


countryman had so exasperated a sen- 
sibility that the smallest detail of daily 
life, the barking of a dog, the noise of 
a lift in a neighboring house, the dread 
of being touched even by his own son 
might produce at any moment a ner- 
vous explosion. 


"At such times his first relief was 


in cursing and swearing but if this 
failed the chances were that his anger 
vented itself on his pictures — he would 
cut one to pieces 
with his 
paleite 


knife, or failing that roll it up and 
throw it into the stove. 


"Though he pathetically exaggerated 


his weakness, he never seems to have 
had tho least doubt about his supreme 
greatness as an artist; what troubled 
and irritated him was his Incapacity 
to express his 'sensation' In such terms 
as would make its meaning evident to 
the world. 


"It was for thli} reason 
that he 


struggled so 
obstinately and 
hope- 


lessly to get into the 'Salon de M, 
Bougereau.'

GOLD EMBAEGOES. 


Far-reaching results have attended the decree of 


^President "Wilson establishing an embargo on the 
£export of gold. Commercial Attache Butter at 
-Tokyo reports that on September 12th a decree was 
issued by the Japanese government prohibiting the 
iCiport of gold from Japan except under license 
from the minister of finance. The prohibition ex- 
empts only gold coin in amounts not exceeding ?50 
U. S. coin carried by travelers. 


< 
In an accompanying statement the minister of 


finance attributes the need of the decree to the 
restrictions placed upon gold exports from the 
United States. The close connection between the 
two embargo measures is obvious. Official con- 
firmation of the fact that the restriction imposed

plies to shipments to Japan was received in Tokyo 
September 10th and two days later the Japanese 
embargo was announced. 
" The minister of finance states that the prevailing 
rate of exchange Las led to heavy shipments of gold 
from Japan to China. This movement, although 
discouraged by the Japanese government, was not 
serious as long as the stock of gold here could be 
replenished from the United States. 


The movement of gold into and from Japan has 


grown to enormous proportions within the last 
rear. As compared with specie and bullion exports 
of §14.000.000 in 1912 and §13,000,000 in 1913, the 
shipments in 1915 amounted 1o S22.000.000, in 1916 
TO ?14.000,000, and during the first eight months 
of 1917 to 859.000,000. The increase in imports of 
gold and silver has been still greater. As compared 
with less than §6,000,000 in 1912 and half a million 
in 1913, the imports rose to §12,000,000 in 1915, 
?50.000.000 in 1916, and §159,000,000 during the 
first eight months of 1917. 


Increases in the market value of silver was tlie 


direct cause of the increased demand for gold in 
China. The condition of silver exchange in China 
made the time most favorable for increasing the 
gold supply. The American embargo against gold 
export? therefore has had the effect of interfering 
with the very laudable desire of the Chinese gov- 
ernment and business interests to increase their

The Island of Guam, 3300 miles west of Oakland

Obviously the congress had 
much on its collective mind when it held its first 
working session, for its recommendations 
are 


voluminous. Among all the very interesting ideas 
the proceedings embody the following is the first: 


"Every inhabitant possessor of any land, either 


in ownership or in lease, who is without a trade or' 
habitual occupation, or having no apparent means 
of subsistence for himself and his family, must 
plant, according to his force and to the extension 
and condition of the land, the quantity of. three 
gantas of corn seeds at each time, 1000 bushels of 
sweet potatoes, one chupa of mongo, 25 shrubs of 
coffee, cotton, alligator pear, 50 or more cocoanut 
trees every year, as also other fruits such as lemons, 
oranges, bananas, mangoes, etc., and vegetables; 
and the rice must be planted in lands where it can 
be grown in sufficient quantity for the owner and 
associate. 


"He must also have permanently at least twelve 


hens and one cock or more, one hog and sow and 
other animals he deems necessary. 


"Citizens who possess no land for plantation may 


solicit from the government in lease; but said-land1' 
can not exceed, live hectares ol superficial area. It 
the land be not cleaned and planted by the owner 
or lessee at the expiration of the time fixed by this 
law, he shall be considered 'vagrant' and punished 
accordingly, unless he proves that he was prevented 
from accomplishing the work by some good cause." 


These are suggested as an amendment to what is 


known in Guam as "General Order No. 7," issued 
October 4, 1809. In the words of Governor Smith 
that order was intended as a continuation of the 
policy in effect prior to the American occupation, a 
policy, based on the principle that the native 
Chamorro would not work unless he was forced to 
do tiO. The governor stated in his opening address 
that the Americans preferred that the native should 
work because he found that it was to his interest 
to do so, and that General Order JNo. 7 had now be- 
come a dead letter. So the naval officer governing 
Guam rejects the native idea thus: 


"Congress now recommends that this order be re- 


vived. They cannot have considered the subject 
fully. It is a reflection on the whole native popu- 
lation, aud the governor feels that it is not de- 
served. Rather let the congress persuade the in- 
habitants that they must do all these things for 
their own good. Most of the members of the con- 
gress are ranch owners. Let them turn their own 
ranches into models for the rest of the inhabitants 
to cop.y. Let them grow crops, cattle and poultry. 
Let them plant Para grass, which thrives in this 
climate. They may get the slips from the experi- 
rnrt-nt •stat'^Ti 
And ^et them b^eed their cattle p.r.d 


mares to the blooded stock at the same station, 
which they can do free of expense. If all these 
things are done no legislation will be necessary. 
Legislation will be in fact harmful." 


Herein we have a fine exemplification of the 


spirit of the United States government in adminis- 
tering its colonial possessions. It is the spirit of 
a discriminating consideration for the native in 
his own land, whether he be lazy, shiftless or indus- 
trious; of being in constant miudfulness of the 
native character developed by centuries of bad gov- j 
eminent and unfavorable climatic conditions. It} 
is the policy of leading and guiding by example 
that Jias brought success to American administra- 
tion of foreign nnd tropical land5*, a SINVP^S that is 
large and substantial despite all criticisms to the!

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CHILDREN OF WORKERS 


Perhaps the greatest lesson these 


studies among foreign mothers teach 
us is the effect of hard work upon 
Infant mortality. The extent to which 
prospective mothers increase the fam- 
ily revenue apparently regulates the 
extent to which their babies die. 
These women add a few dollars a 
week to their husbands' earnings, but 
they pay a dreadful penalty in the loss 
of their children. 
Among foreigners 


those nationalities which limit their 
women's work to household duties, 
such as the English and the Germans, 
have the best luck with their babies 
Those peoples, such as the southern 


Poles, and Serbo-Croatians—who re- 
gard their women almost as much as 
their men as family bread-winners, 
losa their infants to a much greater 
degree. And, as though in obedience 
to a hitherto undiscovered law, the 
races whose women Tvorlc hardest pay 
the greatest penalties of this kind. 
-Italian mothers, It is true, despite the 
fact that, in the main, they are not 
heavy laborers; but these women have 
Poor physiques, and are thus not good 
natural 
candidates 
for 
maternity. 


The contrary is true of the Polish, the 
Slovak, 
and 
the 
Serbo-Croatian 


women. 
Their 
fecundity 
is well 


known; the Polish mother. Indeed, 
tt'as the greatest enemy that Bismarck 
feared in dealing with his Polish 
problem, for the ability of the Polish 
women to produce soldiers he looked 
upon as a constant military menace 
to the German Empire. In the .min- 
ing regions of western Pennsylvania, 
however, though the Polish and Serbo- 
Croatian ~birth rate la high, their in- 
fant death rate Is likewise high. Miss 
-bathrop's investigations present one 
startling paradox—that is, that those 
foreign babies who, on strictly bio- 
logical grounds, ought to have the 
best chances of survival, apparently 
have the worst.—Harper's Magazine 
for October.

JUVENILE COURT'S POWERS 


The California Supreme Court re- 


cently handed down an important de- 
cision which sets at rest a heretofore 
disputed point with reference to the 
authority of the Juvenile Court. The 
case is entitled "Eugenia N. Dupes, 
petitioner, versus The Superior Court 
of Kern County, and Howard 
A. 


Peairs, Judge thereof, respondents." 
Application for writ of prohibition 
prayed 
for against the 
Superior 


Court of Kern County. The Supreme 
Court's opinion was on hearing after 
judgment in the district court of ap- 


An action for divorce between T. 


TV. Dupes and Eugenia N. Dupes was 
tried m the superior court. 
Both 


plaintiff 
and defendant demanded 


custody of their two minor children. 
The court made an order awarding 
the children to the mother pending 
trial. Judgment -went in £a\or of the 
father and the court thereupon or- 
dered that he should have custody 
of the children. In the meantime the 
mother had sought and obtained from 
the district court of appeals an alter- 
native writ of prohibition directed 
against the superior court, sitting as 
a juvenile court and hearing a petition 
of the children's uncle-that they, be 
taken away from their mother. By It 
that tribunal was prohibited from In- 
terfering with the petitioner's custody 
of her two children. Subsequently the 
district court of appeal held that the 
superior court order awarding the 
custody of the children to the father 
was of no force pending the appeal 
of the mother from 
the judgment 


against her. 
« 


In deciding the case the Supreme 


Court said that the question present- 
ed, and the only one, was whether or 
not the fact that the superior court, 
in the action for divorce, had made 
an order providing for the custody of 
the minor children of the litigants, 
deprives the juvenile court of jurisdic- 
tion to dispose of them in any man- 
ner. The Supreme Court answers 
this question as follows: 


"We must first consider the dif- 


ference between an action for divorce 
and a proceeding under the juvenile 
court law. In an action for -divorce 
the purpose is to determine whether 
01 not tne couil suuuiu uJiiOne Uie 
ties of marriage, and 
In such an 


action It sometimes becomes necessary 
to provide for the custody of minor 
children. It Is true that the court 
has very extensive powers touching 
the children of those who are engaged 
in such a suit 
The court may be- 


stow them upon one or the other of 
the parents or may provide for plac- 
ing them with a third person. Does 
it follow that having made an order 
in -siuch a case tho court is Impotent 
to make any disposition of the chil- 
dren through any of Its departments 
or under any of 
its 
functions 
or 


powers? ^Ve must answer this ques- 
tion In the negative. The 'Juvenile 
Court Act' ia intended to provide for 
the protection of children who have 
become or from their surroundings 
may become depraved fl"d to punish 
those responsible for or contributing 


to the dependency or delinquency of 
such children. By that law the State 
as parens patrlae has provided proper 
machinery for rescuing children from 
influences likely to 
debauch 
them 


and to make them. In the 
future, 


charges upon the public either as 
criminals to be restrained or paupers 
or Incompetents to be maintained. 
The mere fact that a litigation Is 
pending between the parents and that 
an order regarding the custody of the 
children has been made therein, does 
not take away the power of the State 


under the Juvenile court law. 


"It. Is suggested that if a general 


and unqualified order should be mada 
by the 'juvenile court' awarding the 
custody of .these children, it might be 
in conflict with the Judgment in the 
action for divorce If that Judgment 
should be affirmed on appeal, and 
that we would then 
be confronted 


with the problem of determining the 
relative value of two adjudications of 
the same court, each being of the 
same formal dignity 
and apparent 


force. But It Is not necessary, In this 
case, for us to contemplate euoh a 
contingency. On- the 
contrary, we 


must assume that whatever eventually 
may be the order of the 'Juvenile 
Court' It will be so drawn that It will 
not conflict with the Judgment In the 
action between the parents. 


"It Is argued, also, that Inasmuch 


as all of the essential allegations of 
the unfitness of Mrs. Dupes contained 
In the petition of her brother-in-law 
correspond with those made in Iter 
husband's complaint, therefore that 
part of the superior court acting as a 
'Juvenile Court'. In the hearing of the 
petition and the decision theron wNl 
really be. passing upon exactly 
tho 


same question as the one decided by 
the division exercising the functions 
of a divorce court. 
"We do not see 


that this circumstance makes the 
slightest difference In the power and 
jurisdiction of the 'Juvenile Court.' 
That court has the authority to de- 
cide what Is best for the present wel- 


I fare of the children and If it appears 
that the mother Is an unfit person. 
In contemplation of law, to have them 
In her charge and under her Influence, 
the 'Juvenile Court' may place them 
In a suitable environment and under 
proper Influences during the months 
which, In the usual 
course, must 


elapse before the appeal in the action 
for divorce can be decided. In passing 
upon the question regarding the fit- 
ness or unfitness of the mother, the 
court will be aided by evidence of her 
conduct In the past and It will make 
no difference if exactly such evidence 
may have been adduced In some other 
action in which the parties and the 
issues were not the same as in the 
proceeding inaugurated by the uncle 
of the minors." 


Let the alternative writ be dis- 


missed.

On the other hand, there were more double plays made 
ag-a,inst the Angels than against any other club: and the pennant winn'ns 
Seals hit into the second largest number of double plays for the season. The 
pennant winners are fifth on the list for total double plavs made for the 
season, and the Angels made the smallest number of double killings for 
the year.

The overwhelming: popularity of the 


Lake Merrltt section of Oakland for the 
bunding or flue homes Is graphically 
shown by a large map prepared by the 
Publicity Department of Wickham Ha- 
vens, Incorporated, on which a red cir- 
cle Indicates the location of every two- 
story house erected in Oakland since 
January 1, 1917. Oakland contains ap- 
proximately sixty-two square miles, wh ch 
makes all the more remarkable rhe fact 
that In. one square mile In the vicinity 
of Lake Merntt are concentrated sixty 
per cent of all the two-story houses built 
in Oakland in the period covered.

Is in open, notorious and actual occupa-

Of Its members from the operation of the income tax?

No. Tho present President of the United States, the judges of tie Supreme 


Court and the inferior federal courts now in office, and employees of Slates or 
tne political subdivisions thereof are exempt, except such state, county or municipal 
employees as are paid by tLs federal government. 


But Congress did exempt Its members from the additional payment of the eight 


per cent tax on professional incomes. Thia special tax, aimed at attorneys, phy- 
•Jcinns and other professional men, places a tax of eight per cent on all incomes 
of more than $3000 from domestic corporations and of more than $6000 from do- 
mestic partnerships or citizen or resident. The salary of a Congressman is $7500, 
which means in this case, that he is exempted from an eight per cent tax on $1500.
